Moore was shot and instantly killed 


when called from

bed at

o'clock Tuesday morning to investi- 
gate a report that liquor runners 
were heading into the village. He 
stopped the suspected automobile in 
the public square and died instantly 
when one of four shots fired by the 
alleged liquor runners struck 
him 


squarely between the eyes. 
STORIES CONFLICT 


Sievenschuh and Farrah who were 


arrested by a posse a few hours after 
the killing, have admitted they were 
in Caldwell Monday night but tell 
conflicting stories regarding other 
details. Sievenschuh maintains that

Hume, is that if a man has served 
25 years in either department and 
then retires, say at 50 year-, of age, 
he is still capable of earning some 
money and should not get the full 
$80 per month. After 60 years _of 
age, he is presumed to have his earn- 
ing power so lessened that Tit would 
be entitled to the $80 per month.

prevents a fireman or policeman who

Johnson wants a great big, strong, ever-expanding and in
